Dr. Allman read a paper " on a New Genus of Hydra- 
form Zoophytes." 

The author discovered the animal on which he founded 
the new genus in the Grand Canal near Dublin, in October, 
1842. The genus of which this zoophyte constitutes as yet 
the only known species, will find a place in the family of the 
tubulariadce, and occupies a position between coryne and 
tubularia, differing from the former in the possession of a 
polypedome, and from the latter in the scattered arrange- 
ment of its tentacula. The tentacula, as in both the last 
mentioned genera, are filiform; and in this character a point 
of distinction is at once found between the new genus and 
Hermia, Johnst. 

To the new zoophyte Dr. Allman assigned the name 
Cordylophora lacustris.
